_St. Louis, March 29th.—The news tele­ 
graphed from New York last night that 
Grand Master W orkman Powderfv had 
ordered the strikers on tlie Gould south­ 
west system 01 railroads to resume work 
immediately, pending arbitration, was re­ 
ceived by the Knights here with incredu­ 
lity, some even going so far as to say they 
believed that the telegrams were forgeries. 
After tiie tirst surprise occasioned by the 
intelligence had passed, general satisfac­ 
tion was expressed that the strike was not 
to be prolonged, and that the men would 
be allowed to go back to work. The ab­ 
sence of irons, Chairman of the Executive 
Committee of District Assembly 101, will 
delay to some extent the resumption of 
traffic upon the roads, for other members 
of the committee say that men of their As­ 
sembly will not go back to work until they 
have either met in executive session and 
voted upon what they term the request of 
Powderly that the strike by ordered oil', or 
Irons him self shall issue such order. 
De­ 
ferring to Powderly's order to the Knights, 
now on strike in Hit southwest, members 
of tiie committee say that Powderly has 
exceeded his authority, and that such or­ 
der cannot be enforced until indorsed by 
tlieir vote. This will necessitate the trans­ 
action of a large am ount of routine busi­ 
ness, for the Executive Committee of each 
District Assembly must meet and take a 
vote upon tbe proposition. The result of 
these votes must be communicated to Irons, 
who il a majority are in favor of returning 
to work, will indorse Powderly s order of 
last night to that ell'ect. 


WHAT THK JUDGE ADVOCATE SAYS. 
i-T. Louis, March 29th.—J. J. McGarry, 
Judge Advocate of tiie Knights, was seen 
this morning by a reporter, and, in reply to 
an inquiry as to how tbeordei of Powderly 
would be obeyed, he said : 
“ If Irons receives it early enough he 
might put a cipher dispatch on the wires, 
and by 1 o'clock every man could go hack 
to work ” 
“ Will the men go back to work on Pow­ 
derly ’s order?” 
“ No, sir; not until tiie other matters are 
arbitrated upon, and then, no m atter how 
the arbitration results, all men must be 
taken back without any discrimination 
being shown against any for being leaders, 
or for any other cause.” 
“ Hut will not the refusal to obey Pow- 
derly’s orders tie a violation of tbe laws of 
the K nights?” 
“ It will not. You see he might be mis­ 
taken. 
We want arbitration first before 
we go to work. All tbe men are the same 
wav of thinking. I met them at Marshall, 
Tex., and know their sentiments.”

W hen W m. O. McDowell called 
at Gould s office at 9:30 this morning, he 
wa3 not as favorably impressed with his re­ 
ception as he was with the reception accord 


¡ ed him ct Gould's house on Snndav. Gould 
gave McDowell to understand that there 
had been a misconception of bis telegram 
to 
Hoxie, 
which was 
sent 
Sunday 
night. 
McDowell at once returned to 
the Astor House, and conferred with 
the 
General 
Executive 
Board, 
and 
two of its members at once returned with 
McDowell to Gould's office. The confer­ 
ence tiiere was short, and an adjournm ent 
was had until 3 o’clock, the hope bein'- en­ 
tertained that at that hour Powderly might 
be well enough to attend. At 3:20 o'clock, 
however, Messrs. Turner and McDowell 
entered Jay Gould’s office without Pow­ 
derly. At about 4 o’clock the conference 
ended. Subsequently inquiry at Gould's 
ofiice was answered by tiie following state­ 
ment, ol which Gonld was the a u th o r: 
"M r. Powderly lias evidently m isunder­ 
stood the meaning of the telegram sent 
Sunday night to Mr. H,»xie. Our position 
is that tiiis strike has been in a condition 
for arbitration all the time. We have 
had an agreement with our workmen for 
some time that all differences were to have 
been submitted for arbitration before any 
strike should he resorted to. 
Manager 
Hoxie has the matter in hand. He lias lull 
control, and the matter must he settled 
with him . 
\\ e ore just where we were be­ 
fore Sunday’s conference.” 
A gentleman 
who represented Jay Gould at his office 
said: 
"T h e conference of Sunday was be­ 
tween Gould and Powderly as citizens 
only, it being distinctly and often stated 
tliat neither of tbe gentlemen was acting 
officially.” 


A MISUNDERSTANDING DY FOWDERI.Y. 
New Y ork, March 29th.—Mr. Gould this 
afternoon sent the following letter to Pow­ 
derly, who makes it public as a matter re­ 
ferring to an interview with Gould. The 
letter is marked "personal:” 
T. I. Ihnrticrty, AVq.; The papers libs m orn­ 
ing published the loliowing: • Jay Gonld has 
consented to our proposition for arbitration 
and has so telegraphed Vice-President Iioxie! 
Order the men to resum e work at once. 
T . Y. P o w d e r l y , G. M. W ." 
They published an interview- with you, which 
leads one to think the officers of your Order in 
St. Louis may m isconstrue your message into a 
consent on the part ot this company to conform 
to the requirem ents contained in the letter from 
the Secretary of your Order, dated Philadelphia 
March 27th. w hich, in my letter to you of the 
same date. 1 declined to consider. You rem em ­ 
ber that, at our conference Sunday, I said to 
you that the position of this cm upaur was un­ 
changed in this respect, and the whole m atter 
was left in the hands of the First Vice-President 
and General Manager, w ith tbe instructions 
contained in my telegram to him. w hich was 
w ritten before my interview w ith you and read 
to you at the time. This telegram stated : 
” We see no objections to arbitrate any differ­ 
ences between the employes of the company, 
past or future." 
While I feel con fid-, lit thiit 
your understanding of this m atter is the same 
as my own, I w-rite you this in order th at there 
may be no grounds for m isunderstanding here­ 
after.

AN INQUIRY ANSWERED. 
Vi hen tins was received by Powderly, lie 
wrote down this note, which was taki-n to 
the conference : 
“ Do I understand you, 
fiont your personal letter of this date, that 
your company refuse arbitration, and must 
I so telegraph to Martin Irons?” When the 
committee arrived at Gould's office he had 
gone out, but they were received by Second 
Vice-President Hopkins, who made this 
answer : “ Yon may say distinctly to him. 
‘ No, we do not.’ 
lie is not so to under­ 
stand that le. er, but be is simply referred 
to Mr. Gould's written communication to 
him, which lie is prepared to carry out in 
every particular.” 


POWDERLY’s REPLY TO GOULD. 
The committee then returned to the 
Astor House, and Powderly formulated a 
reply to Gould, setting forth’that the prop­ 
osition that tlie men return to work on an 
agreement to subm it their complaints to 
arbitration was made in good faitli. The 
letter continues: 
When you made the telegranhic order to Gen­ 
eral Manager Hoxie, contained in vour letter 
in which was used the following language- "W<i 
see 110 objection to arbitrating any differences 
between employes and com pany,past or future ” 
we accepted it as your approval to the general 
principle ot arbitration in equal good faith, and 
at once issued an order for m en to return to 
work. We are not particular, in the adjustm ent 
of present difficulties, w hether the arbitrators 
appointed by your company shall be nam ed by 
Gencral Manager Hoxie or yourself, or w hether 
their num ber shall consist of three, five or 
seven. We can im agine no greater m isfortune 
for your com pany than th at the impression 
should go forth, not only to m em bers ol our 
orgauization, blit to the com m unity at large, 
whose interests urc suffering as a result of the- 
present condition of affairs, th at a break has 
occurred between the interests w hich you rep­ 
resent and which I represent, by reason of a 
technicality. 


ANOTHER CONFERENCE ARRANGED. 
A further conference has been arranged 
for 10 o'clock to-morrow morning, at which 
Mr. Powderly will be present, if at all pos­ 
sible. 
He is quite ill.

T h e S itu atio n in B elg iu m . 
Chablerot. March 29th.—This citv to­ 
day is a vast military camp from which 
Hying columns are operating in all direc­ 
tions. 
It is believed now that the worst is 
over. 
The Government has authorized 
peaceable inhabitants of tHe town to arm 
themselves and to use every means in their 
power to defend their domiciles.

They succeeded in resisting the gendarmes, 
who, however, shot and killed three of the 
rioters. 
The citizens of Fleures, seven 
miles northeast of Charleroi, have armed 
themselves with 
pitchforks, club.-, and 
guns, and have thus far succeeded in .le- 
fen ling their town front pillage. They 
drove the arm y of rioters away by main 
force, dispersing it utterly. Vigilance com­ 
mittees have been formed by citizens in 
other places threatened by strikers, 


FIRED UPON BY THE TROOPS. 
Mons, March 29tb. — Three hundred 
strikers made an attack on the Mariemont 
colliery to-day, and were fired upon by tbe 
troops. Tbe number killed and wounded 
is fourteen. 


BULLETS IN EXCHANGE FOR STONES. 
Charleroi, March 29th.—The strikers 
stopped work at tbe ltesaix collieries to­ 
day. They were thrice ordered to disperse, 
but refused to do so, and began to throw 
stones at the troops. The latter fired upon 
the rioters, killing and wounding seven­ 
teen. 


DESPERATE CONFLICT— TH E STRIKE SPREAD­ 
ING. 
B russels. March 29th.—The miners at 
Antoing struck to-day, and went rioting. 
They formed into a body and marched 
toward Tournai, for the purpose of looting 
that place. The troops sullied out from 
that place to meet them, and a conflict fol­

wounded. 
The strikes are spreading in the coal­ 
mining district of Borinage. and the au­ 
thorities there fear trouble. The miners of 
that district receive but $3 a week. Several 
AnarchDt leaders have been arrested. 
At 
Charlen.’;, to-day, tiie burial of tbe rioters 
who were shot hy the troops is proceeding 
quietly. 
At \ erviers tiie Socialists are 
greatly enraged because of the energetic 
action of the military in suppressing the 
disturbances, and as an act of revenge thev 
threaten to raid the extensive cloth works, 
which are a conspicuous feature of that 
town. 
A FRESH FIGH T. 
Brussels, March 29th.—In a fresh fight 
between the rioters and infantry at Gar- 
nieres. two persons were killed and many 
wounded. 
The workmen in the cloth 
factories at Verniers have joined the strike.

So far as we have gone in this work of de­ 
veloping a country which is an empire in 
extent, and more than an empire in re­ 
sources, we have done well. All our efforts 
have, however, been directed toward in ­ 
ducing people to com here. 
There is just one more thing to be done 
before we achieve success—that is to mako 
i lie necessary arrangements to keep people 
here. W e certainly don’t want to gather 
ft-d* tor tbe nets of people in southern 
California or Oregon. 
There 
is now 
plenty of land for sale litre, but it 
is not 
for sale in small subdivisions 
to suit tiie class of purchasers which we 
want, and which are coming here. 
Even 
where there is a sm all tract of land it is 
not in a condition to settle a family upon. 
Grain-raising to l*e profitable must be car­ 
ried on upon a large scale. The people 
coming here haven't the means to huv the 
large tracts of land necessary for that busi­ 
ness, and even if they had, we gain nothing 
by swapping one laige land-bolder for 
another large land-bolder. 
We want sm all 
tracts of land for lruit-growers of the type 
in Placer county and around Florin. 
" 
in proof of this it is a well-known fact 
that six seetftjns of land around the latter 
place, with tlieir 20 and 40-acre homes, 
each one with its family of workers, con­ 
tribute more to t He support of business— 
mercantile, m anufacturing und professional 
—than the 60,000 acres of the original Del 
l ’aso and San Juan grants. 
W hat we need, 
then, for the good ot this part of the Stato 
and of those who are seeking homes, is the 
subdivision of some ¡urge land-lioldings, 
and running water brought to each 20-acre 
subdivision. 
Then \o u have a business 
proposition to make to the bome-seeker. 
You can say to him : " Buy this land, plant 
tbe major portion of it to deciduous fruits 
—apples, pears, peaches, plums, apricots 
and cherries—and to vines, eith r of the 
wine, table or raisin variety. 
Put out some 
orange, lemon, fig and olive trees for orna­ 
ment, profit and luxury. Oil tlie balance 
of your land sow alfada fur your horses, 
cows, pigs and tow is. 
From your cows you 
can have all tbe butter and miik you wat t 
for your family, and some to sell to vot.r 
less thoughtful and provident neighbor. 
Tbe pigs will grow and thrive on (lie alfal­ 
fa, and will furnish a supply of meat for 
your family and a surplus for sale. 
W ith 
green food Ironi the alfalfa your fowls will 
go tar to pay all your grocery bills. 
Plant 
a general variety of vegetables, and you 
can have tresii ones for your table every 
month in the year. Two or three acres of 
strawberries, blackberries and raspberries 
wili complete tbe support of your family 
till your vines and trees make a return." * 
It is this kind of a proposition which has 
been made by the people of southern and 
middle California to home-seekers for the 
past ten viars, with what result w ejhave 
seen in the unexampled increase ot busi­ 
ness, wealth and population in that section. 
In tHut portion of tbe State there are fully 
one hundred colonies, and all of them are 
nourishing. In tbe upper half of the State 
there is not a single colony. We must have 
colonies if we propose to draw and keep 
home-liunters iiere. Colonies are not á 
new machine of m igration; they are a 
quarter of a century old. 
Colorado bad 
dozens of them, and every one made 
homes and 
money 
for 
the colonists, 
and 
swelled 
the’ bank 
accounts 
of 
the projectors ot the colonies. In any 
considerable neighborhood 
in 
the East 
there will be found several families of rela­ 
tives or neighbors who want to go West, 
but they shrink from going out alone 
among strangers. They know that in the 
ordinary modes they will be separated 
when they arrive at their destination, and 
then each family will be without acquaint­ 
ances. If they knew they could be located 
together,.to be helpers to each other, they 
would rr*ovp at once. 
In the single family 
plan of settlement the settler enhances his 
property only by His own labor. By tbe 
colony plan the labor of all enhances the 
individual property. Cultivation and im ­ 
provement ere everywhere. Neighbors are 
all around. School-honses, churches, stores 
and shops spring up. and tbe comforts and 
luxuries ot civilized life make property 
valuable and salable. 
All these develop­ 
ments bring profit to the colony projectors 
as well as to the colonists. 
Thirteen years ago Riverside was started. 
Land was sold for $20 per acre, with water 
rights. 
A flourishing settlem ent grew up. 
The 20-acre tracts of land of the individual 
settler rapidly enhanced hy his own labor 
i and that of ail tiie other colonists, and now 
• brings fabulous prices. The unsold and 
- unimproved lands in the hands of the 
! originators of that colony was enhanced by 
I every iiou-c. barn or fence put up, by every * 
: tree planted; and now, instead of $20 per 
I acre, he can get from $100 to $100 per acre 
! for it. Before tbe water-bringing, subdi­ 
vision and colonization, this land was a 
grease-wood and iiorned-toad desert, de­ 
spised by man, decent beasts and reptiles. 
Pomona, Pasadena and a hundred other 
colonies tell the same stcrv of successful 
development, wealth and prosperty. 
The colonies are the keynote to all that 
has been achieved in southern California 
for the past fifteen years. 
Wo have a hun­ 
dred places in tbe upper half of the State 
where colonies could be successfully loca­ 
ted. which would attract and retain thou­ 
sands of families. Ail that is wanted is a 
little public spirit, foresight and energy to 
secure the land, subdivide it, bring water 
to it and then invite the home-secker to 
settle upon it. One successful colony in 
the Sacramento b;,.-in would give birth 
to a 
hundred 
more 
and 
give 
us 
a boom greater and more lasting than 
the one that has added $100,000.000 to the 
wealth of southern and middle California, 
and swelled so many purses and bank ac­ 
counts there. 
Is there the energy and en­ 
terprise in the Capital City to originate and 
carry out a colony scheme on one of the 
many eligible large land holdings here? 
We have the land, water, tim ber and soil, 
and the people would thick to it, and in 
thirty days we should see a new settlement 
of producers and consumers spring into ex­ 
istence that would rival Riverside. Pomona 
or Pasadena. 
Unless this is done, we shall 
go on at the old business ot wheat-raising 
on the great land holdings, and '-nr towns 
and valleys will remain lonesome and 
sleepy.

SEND THEM EASTWARD. 
If all the Chinese in California could 
be to-dnv lawfully and humanely trans­ 
ported to China, it would still leave the 
impression upon the minds of the people 
at the Last, who deem these residents 
desirable population, that an unwise tiling 
had been done. The sentiment so widely 
entertained on the Atlantic side favorable 
to the Chinaman, is attributable to two 
causes. 
1 irst, the prevalence of the doc­ 
trine that there resides in the foreigner 
the inalienable right to come to this coun­ 
try without hindrance on our part; that 
this is not only the home of the free, but 
the absolute house of refuge for all whose 
condition in other lands is one of hardship 
or oppression. Secondly, that the China­ 
man, by reas:on of his frugality, industry, 
and imitative faculty, is a desirable addi­ 
tion to our laboring population. 
As to the first actuating cause of friend­ 
ship for the Chinese, it is clear that the 
mists are rapidly rising from lie fore the 
American vision. The people in all sec­ 
tions are coming to agreement that the 
Republic mav not only put limits upon, 
hut should restrict, undesirable foreign 
immigration and determine the qualifica­ 
tions for admission. Thus, more attention 
is Ixring given now than ever before to the 
inhibition of the immigration of foreign 
paupers, the criminal classes, the vicious 
elements, etc., and that it should be ex­ 
tended to exclude all and any who are 
nun-assimilative, and by reason of their 
methods of life and doctrines entertained 
antagonistic to free government, cannot 
add to the material strength and prosperity 
of the country, is a growing sentiment. 
That it will ripen into conviction and 
action in the not far distant future, is a 
belief widely entertained, and that has a 
strong backing of public opinion that is 
steadily augmenting. 
Concerning the second cause for the pro- 
Chinese sentiment, it is clear that is due 
a holly to want of correct information 
concerning the Mongolian in America. 
Nothing short of demonstration by sensi­ 
ble proofs will convince the Eastern senti­ 
mentalist that the California estimate of 
the Chinese is not the result of unholy 
prejudice, a low moral sense, and the in­ 
fluence of the vii ions and hoodlum ele­ 
ments of society. It appears not at all to 
shake the taith of our Eastern friends, that 
invariably those of their own people who 
come to this coast and remain any consid­ 
erable time, liecome conviuced of the 
justice and soundness of the California sen­ 
timent regarding Chinese as residents. 
In this state of the ease it would ho the 
right tiling to do to lake steps to encour­ 
age the emigration o( our Chinese to the 
Atlantic seaboard. 
Whatever measures 
might possibly Ik? devised It» that end, we 
are not now prepared to consider, hut the 
scheme is by no means impracticable. The 
situation ot the ( hiñese here is now one 
of grave uncertainty. There is a very 
large unemployed class among them, and 
the disposition to move Eastward is grow­ 
ing stronger with them daily. 
Could 
they be assisted, it is quite certain that 
some thousands of them would move on 
toward the rising sun. It is the natural 
drift of the Mongolian current. It cannot 
press further westward ; it seeks no new 
lands to conquer; it preys only upon 
civilizations, and enters no field not 
already cultivated 
We are closing our 
gates against further ingress; now if we 
could settle five thousand Chinese in 
Philadelphia, five thousand in Boston, and 
from five hundred to a thousand each in 
Cleveland, Albany, Pittsburg, Washington, 
and a half dozen cities of like character— 
say in all twenty thousand—they would 
he felt even among the millions of the 
East, anil would draw to them as many 
more within a brief period. The China­ 
man has made the people of California 
immi>vahly«.anti-Chineso in sentiment. If 
s t down in Eastern population centers 
in groups sufficiently large, they will 
convert the people of the East to a like 
belief. Remote as such a desirable end 
may now appear, it is by no means outside 
o' the jkissibilities, nor can it lie said that 
th • encouragement of our Chinese to move 
eastward is not a feasible |dan. It would 
accomplish two things—relieve us of that 
we want not, and unify the rentiment of 
the country on the Chinese question—and 
thus more speedily remove from the field of 
public thought and activity a source of irri­ 
tation, and an influence that retards progress 
upon the Pacific slope. 
Here, then, is a suggestion—in the 
rough—that may well engage the thought 
of the people. It involves no violence, no 
coercion, and in no respect can 
objected 
to by the people of the East—in fact, thev 
would loe estopped completely from taking 
exceptions, it is a better disposition of 
anti-Chinese energy than inhuman and 
wholly indefensible methods of violence 
employed to drive Chinese from one lo­ 
cality to another, and finally to saddle the 
mass of them upon San Francisco, Sacra­ 
mento and other population centers. In 
the plan pnqaised there is room for any 


amount of missionary effort and the wise 
expenditure of some means. It will preach 
to the East more forcible sermons on this 
question than can lie fulminated from press, 
pulpit or rostrum. It will call for money ex­ 
penditure, but none at all comparable to 
that we now make to maintain Chinese in 
our hospitals, asylumns and prisons. 
THE RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED. 
General Logan’s position regarding the 
privacy of communications to the Presi­ 
dent concerning removals of public officers, 
is sonnd. Some weeks ago, when the de­ 
bate began, it was held by the press 
that when a document was filed in a State 
Department, it became Government prop­ 
erty, and it then was difficult to under­ 
stand on what ground a legislative branch 
of the Government could lie denied access 
to it. This became the strong ¡mint of 
the Senate majority. General Ligan in 
the debate of Friday declared, that “ this 
Government is based on the will of the 
people, and the people should have all the 
information that they, through their repre­ 
sentatives in Congress, should call for. 
The President calls these papers ‘ private,’ 
but the moment he places a paper on the 
files of a Department it becomes by his 
own act a public paper. Could the Presi­ 
dent mean that to-morrow he could box 
those papers up and send them to Buffalo, 
or that he could at any time hereafter take 
them away ? Could he leave them there 
for ten or fifteen years and then make a 
demand on the Government for them as 
iiis private papers?” There is no effective 
answer to he made to such argument. 
The Senate has now adopted the Edmunds’ 
resolutions, and so it stands as the judg­ 
ment of the Senate, that the President 
and his I ahinct officers must convey to the 
legislative copartner in the appointing 
power, information filed in any Depart­ 
ment regarding the 8 usj tension or removal 
of an officer where it is proposed to supply 
the place made vacant; that the Senate 
will, until this doctrine is conceded by the 
President, refuse to consent to proposed 
removals of officers, and that Union 
soldiers should not be removed except for 
cause, to give their places to those who 
have rendered no military service to the 
Government.

The Nicolaus “ Conspirators." 
The case of E. I. Baldwin, one of the 
Nicolaus anti-Chinese "conspirators,” 
comes up in the United States Circuit 
Court at San Francisco to-day on habeas 
corpus. Hall McAllister wili appear for 
the United States, and A. L. Hart for the 
petitioner. In order to provide for the con­ 
tingency of Section 5519 of the Revised 
1 nited States Statutes, under which he was 
arrested, being declared inoperative at this 
hearing, new complaints have been sworn 
out under Section 5508, and yesterday Da­ 
vid Red field and — Wessing were arrested 
by a Deputy Marshal at Nicolaus. Itedfield 
gave bonds, aud Wessing was released on 
his own recognizance. The dav for the 
hearing of tlieir cases will be fixed here­ 
after. These Nicolaus cases are of much 
interest to the general public, as Judge 
Sawyer has expressed the opinion that if 
the Nicolaus defendants are guilty, then 
ail members of anti-Chinese clubs and or­ 
ganizations in the State, including the re­ 
cent State Convention, are guilty of con­ 
spiracy. 


U nited States Senate. 
Washington, March 29tb.—Fair laid be­ 
fore the Senate a memorial of an Anti- 
Chinese Convention, held at Sacramento, 
California, praying for some reliet from 
the Chinese evil. 
After routine morning business. Logan’s 
army bill was placed before the Senate, 
and Logan sent to the desk and had read a 
letter from General Sheridan, favoring the 
proposed increase. 
Logan favored it and Plumb opposed it. 
After a lively debate, participated in by 
severa'1 Senators, the Se tate went into ex­ 
ecutive session, and soon after adjourned. 
House ot Representatives. 
W ashington, March 29th.—Belmont of 
New York offered a joint resolution, appro­ 
priating $147,748 to pay the Chinese Gov­ 
ernment for losses sustained by tlieir sub­ 
jects by mob violence at Rock Springs, 
W’yo., the sum being intended for distribu­ 
tion among the sufferers. 
Houk of Tennessee offered a preamble 
and joint resolution, reciting the existing 
troubles and providing for the creation of a 
commission, to be known as the Capital- 
Labor Commission. [The Commission 
shall consist ot four Senators, four Repre­ 
sentatives and one person to be selected by 
the President, who shall act as Chairman. 
It is made the duty of the Commission to 
investigate the different questions relating 
to the hours of labor and the remuneration 
thereof, and to submit its report to Con­ 
gress on the first Monday in December.] 
Willis of Kentucky introduced a bill to 
aid in the establishment and temporary 
support of common schools. [This is 
identical with the Blaii bill ] 
Willis moved to refer tne Dill to the 
Committee on Labor. 
Miller of Texas moved, as an amend­ 
ment, to refer it to the Committee on Edu­ 
cation. 
Miller's amendment was lost by ayes 
115, noes 1.34. 
Willis’ motion was then agreed to by 
ayes 138, noes 113—so the hill was referred 
to the Committee on Labor. 
Adjourned. 
The Fre>]ili'iit mid the I.aDnr Troubles. 
Washington, March 29th.—A statement 
was published here this afternoon, to the 
etiect that President Cleveland has been in 
telegraphic correspondence with Jay Gould 
concerning the labor troubles in the South­ 
west. charging him not to stand in the way 
of arbitration, it can he stated on author­ 
ity that tfie President had no communica­ 
tion with Gould, or any one else con­ 
cerned, in relation to the labor troubles. 
Some time ago, much impressed with the 
necessity’ for some sort ot an Arbitration 
Board, composed ot men whose character 
would give confidence to employes and 
employers and whose authority would he 
respected, he did think of calling tlie atten­ 
tion of Congress to the subject, as one de­ 
manding early and considerate action ; but 
he learned that it would be suggested by 
one of the committees of the House, anil 
he has done no more than make the same 
suggestions to Mr. O’Neill. 
«Judgment Affirmed. 
Washington, March 29th.—The Supreme 
Court of tlie United States to-dav affirmed 
the judgment of the Court of Claims, in 
the suits between the Union Pacific Rail­ 
way Company and the United States, grow­ 
ing out of charges made by the railroads 
for transporting the mails and the Gov­ 
ernment employes accompanying them, 
and on part of Government in reference to 
its claim for 5 per cent, of the amount of 
earnings of the road, under the Act of 
1802. The Court of Claims decides that 
the railroad company was entitled to $2,­ 
910,134 for services rendered tlie Govern­ 
ment, and that the United States, on tlieir 
counter claim, were entitled to recover $4,­ 
448.7*0, and gave judgment in lavor of the 
United States for the difference. 
From 
this judgment the United States appealed. 
D akota'* Claim . 
Washington, March 29th.—There seems 
but little prospect of Dakota being ad­ 
mitted as a State during this session of 
Congress. Tlie Democrats of the Territory, 
to a very considerable number, have writ­ 
ten to the members of the Committee on 
Territories, objecting to a division of the 
forty-sixth parallel, and asking that the 
line of the Mississippi river he followed in 
stead. It is the disposition of the House 
Territorial Committee to adopt this latter 
suggestion, and it will either lay before the 
House a hill to this effect or report ad­ 
versely upon the Senate bill admitting only 
the southern half. As it is highly proba­ 
ble that the House will be guided by the 
committee’s action, no matter which of 
these two courses it may adopt, the natural 
result will he to throw the entire subject 
back into the Senate, where the most vig­ 
orous measures will he necessary to bring 
it to the front again. 
A Hot Congressional Fight Prom ised. 
W ashington, March 29th.—General Mc- 
Clernand, of Illinois, who presided ¡over 
tlie St. Louis Convention that nominated 
Tilden, has returned to his home, after 
passing several days in Washington. He 
was a candidate for the position of Post­ 
master at Springfield, but was beaten 
through the exertions of Representative 
Springer, who bad another man for the 
place. It is learned that General McClern- 
ar.d was offered and declined the position 
of Governor of Utah, made vacant by the 
removal of Governor Murray. He inti­ 
mated his willingness to take "the position 
on the Utah Commission formerly filled by 
ex-Senator Ramsey, of Minnesota. The 
office, however, was not offered him. He 
left Washington, declaring Iiis intention to 
be a candidate for the nomination for Con­ 
gress from the Springfield District against 
Representative Springer. With these gen­ 
tlemen both in the field, the fight in the 
Thirteenth District will be one of the hot­ 
test ever known in the State of Illinois. 
Custody of Prisoners on H abeas Corpus. 
Washington, March 29th.—The Chief 
Justice has announced the following order: 
Ordered, that the following regulations he 
established, under Section 765 of the Re­ 
vised Statutes : Rule 34 (custody of pris­ 
oners on habeas corpus)—First, pending an 
appeal from a final decision of any Court, 
or Judge, declining to grant a writ of ha­ 
beas corpus, the custody of the prisoner 
shall not be disturbed ; second, pending an 
appeal from the final decision of any Court, 
or Judge, discharging a writ after it has 
been issued, the prisoner shall be remanded 
to the custody from which he was taken 
by the writ, or shall, for good cause shown, 
be detained in the custody of the Court, or 
Judge ; third, pending an appeal from the 
final decision of any Court, or Judge, dis­ 
charging a prisoner, he shall tie discharged 
upon a recognizance with surety for his 
appearance to answer the judgment of the 
appellate Court, except where, for special 
reasons, sureties ought not to be required. 
Miss Cleveland's Fashion I.etter. 
, 
W ashington. March 29th—Miss Cleve­ 
land does not deny the authorship of the 
letter on low-necked dresses. On the con­ 
trary she admits having written it. What 
she did deny was that the letter was ad­ 
dressed to Elizabeth Cady Stanton. It was 
written in answer to a communication from 
an aged clergyman in Massachusetts, 
lamenting the follies and indecencies of 
Washington society as he 
had seen 
them described in the Boston papers, and 
asking the President's sister how she. as a 
Christian woman, could not only tolerate 
but imitate the custom of dressing im­ 
modestly. This letter was furnished to the 
pres- by the clergyman to whom it was 
written, and there was published from 
Mrs. Stanton, almost simultaneously in 
another paper, a similar communication 
upon the same subject. 
Kogecrans W ants a Change. 
W ashington, March 29th. — General 
Rosecrans is a candidate for Superintendent 
of the Coast Survey. He prefers to go to 
the Coast Survey', where the patronage is 
much larger and the duties more congenial. 
Secretary M anning's Condition. 
Washington, March 29th.—Secretary 
Manning’s condition is reported to-night 
to be somewhat improved. 
[SECOND DISPATCH.] 
Washington, March 29th.—The iniprov- 
ment in Secretary Manning continues. He 
was so much better to-day that Dr. Lincoln 
visited him but two instead of five times, 
as is his daily custom. The doctor said 
to-night that there was a favorable change. 
He does not yet pronounce him out of 
danger, but says the fear ot a second attack 
is lessening every day. 
W hereubouts of Senator Hearat. 
W ashington, March 29th.—Considerable 
curiosity is felt here as to the whereabouts 
of George Hearst. the newlv-appointed 
Senator from California. He "was in the

1 his com­ 
munication is addressed to you, inasmuch as it 
is understood that certain parties at your port 
contemplate the fitting out ot expeditions to 
kill iur seals m these waters. You are re­ 
quested to give due publicity to sueli letters, in 
order that such parties may be informed of the 
construction placed by ibis Department upon 
the provision of law referred to.

A. IF Ancana, 717 <>’Farrell tired, Sun Fran­ 
cium, tit/.—Si 1:: Your letter of tlie 39th uit., re­ 
questing certain information iu regard to the 
meaning placed by tins department upon tlie 
law regulating the killing of fur-bearing ani­ 
mals in the Territory of Alaska, was duly re­ 
ceived. 
The law prohibits the killing of any fur-bear­ 
ing animals, except as otherwise therein pro­ 
vided, within the limits of Alaska Territory, 
or iu the waters thereof, and also prohibits the 
killing of any fur seals 011 the islands of St. 
Paul aud st. George, or iu the waters adjacent 
thereto, except during certain months. 
You inquire in regard to the interpretation of 
the terms "waters there” and “ waters adja­ 
cent thereto.” as used in the law, and how far 
the jurisdiction of the United States is to be un 
iderstood as extending. 
Presuming your inquiry to relate more es­ 
pecially to the waters oí Western Alaska, you 
are informed that the treatv with Russia of 
March 30, 1*70, • y which t fie Territory of Alaska 
was ceded to the United States, d. fines the 
boundary of the Territorysoeeded. Thistrcatv 
is found on pages 671 tV 673 of the volume of 
treaties of tlie Revised Statutes. It will beseem 
therefore, that tlie limit ot the cession extends 
from u line starting from the Arctic < icenu, and 
running through behriug s .-trait to the north 
of St. I.awrence Islands. 
The line runs thence in a south westerly direc­ 
tion, so as to pass midway fo-t ween the island o' 
Alton and Copper Island of the Knrmansborski 
couplet or group in the North Pacific Ocean, to 
meridian of 173 degrees west longitude. All tlie 
waters within that boundary to tin western end 
of the Aleutian archipelago and chain of islands 
are considered as comprised within the waters 
of Alaska Territory. 
All the penalties prescribed by law against 
flic killing of fur-bearing animals w ould there­ 
fore attach against any violation of mw with­ 
in tlie limits before described.

Mayor Brown said the first thing in or­ 
der would be the election of officers for the 
ensuing year. The first in order would be 
that of Chief Engineer of the Water Works. 
Trustee Jones placed in nomination J. 
A. Cunningham. 
Mayor Brown named Henry C. Wolf, 
who he said had been in charge for some 
time, was faithful and competent and in 
full accord with the Superintendent of the 
Water Works. 
Trustee Ryan said he had 110 nomination 
to make. 
Upon roll call Wolf received 
the votes of Brown and Ryan, and was 
declared elected. 
For First Assistant Engineer, Trustee 
Ryan named E. H. Williams, nnd he was 
elected unanimously. 
For Second Assistant, Trustee Ryan 
named Frank Daronx, and Mayor Brown 
seconded the nomination. 
Trustee Jones turned very red in the face, 
and. glancing rather angrily across his 
desk toward the other Republican Trustee, 
remarked, ” Well, that settles it.” Mayor 
Brown urjted Trustee Jones to name his 
candidate, but the latter declined to do so. 
On roll call Ryan and Brown voted for 
Daroux. Trustee Jones declined to vote, 
evidently thinking he was in as hopeless u 
minority as he was when a majority of the 
Board was Democratic. 
For Fireman Brown nominated William 
Connell, who he said had served almost 
a lifetime in that capacity. 
Trustee Jones said, “ I will do as you did, 
Mr. Brown, and second the nomination.” 
Connell was declared elected, as were also 
W. H. Hevener and John J. Scheck, the 
latter two nominated by Jones. Sheck suc­ 
ceeds Frank Longabaugh, who was sup­ 
ported by Mayor Brown. 
For City Tapper Trustee Jones named 
John Watt, the present incumbent, and he 
was unanimously elected. 
Trustee Ryan nominated for City Sur­ 
veyor tiie present incumbent, L. F. Bassett, 
and he also was unanimously elected. 
The Mayor announced that the next offi­ 
cer to be elected was a Superintendent of 
the City Cemeteries. This was evidently a 
grave question—one upon which much 
speculation had been made, and for which 
there were several candidates, backed by 
" powerful ’'political ” influence." A buzz 
of excitement was noticeable among the 
lookers-on, who were anxious to see 
whether certain members would “ stand 
up,' •• fall down” or “ go back upon their 
word,” as they expressed it in their politi­ 
cal vernacular. 
Mayor Brown named for the position 
Joseph X. Herndon, the present incum­ 
bent. whom he highly eulogized. He also, 
by request, placed in nomination H. G. 
Mayberry. 
Just at this point Trustee 
Ryan fished from his inside coat pocket a 
formidable looking official sized envelope, 
which he passed over to the Mayor. The 
latter opened it and read a lengthy peti­ 
tion, signed by a number of prominent and 
influential Republicans, asking the ap­ 
pointment of Robert Barker.
